Seourity 
Council, and since the boycott and other actions taken by Nehru and the - 
rest of Asia will soon paralyze the Dutch economically and finencially, 
he must not yield to the Uutch who are now"tied up hand 
and foot! They also advised that Djumhans may well be ignored, 


Be On 22 January, Sukarno received Djunhana and Dr. Ateng. They conferred 
for about fifty minutes. The same night, Supomo, Sudjono, and Darmasetiawan 
met Hatta at Memmbing, and told him the game. Therefore, when Hatta 
received Djumhana and Ateng on 23 January, nothing happened,
